Washington, D. C., March 12.—[Spe 
clal.]—A successor to Henry H. Curran 
as commissioner of immigration at 
Ellis island has been picked by Secre- 
tary of Labor Davis, who said tonight 
he would submit the name tomorrow 
to President Coolidge. In advance of 
taking the matter up with the Presi- 
dent Mr. Davis considered it improper 
to reveal the identity of his choice for 
the job. 


The resignation of Mr. Curran, while 
not anticipated, came as no real sur- 
price in political circles in Washington, 
especially in view of his sharp com- 
ments on the case of Countess Cath- 
cart, his attitude toward the question 
of moral turpitude raised in that case, 
and his belief that-the immigration law 
should be modified to deal in future 
with that and other cases. 

But when Mr, Davis tonight was 
asked whether Mr. Curran’s resigna- 
tion in any way grew out of the Cath- 
cart case the secretary replied that he 
did not know.

$1,000,000 Smuggling

was uticovered today when the federal 
authorities seized liquors valued at

Discovery of the plot was by acci- 
dent. The President Hayes, which ar- 
rived in New York two weeks ago 
from Marseilles, France, brought 200 
barrels which, according to the bills 
of lading, contained sulphate of alum- 
inum, crude alum and fuller’s earth. 
Similar shipments of the same com- 
modities in similar barrels have been 
noticed all through the year. 

The cargo was unloaded in Brooklyn, 
and lay on the dock for some days, 
the consignee not having called for it. 
Finally the customs inspectors had the 
barrels moved te the public stores. One 
of the barrels rolled down from on top 
of the pile to the floor and an inspector 
noticed that it had sprung a leak. He 
made an investigation and found it 


contained a layer of crude alum at the 
top, two cases of rare champagnes, 
valued at $200 a case, in the middle, 
and another layer of crude alum on 
the bottom. 
Two Cases in Each Barrel. 

Other customs inspectors examined 
each of the 200 barrels and found that 
each contained two cases of cham- 
pagne covered up with raw material.

THE VOLSTEAD GAG IN 
WASHINGTON. 


In the senate debate over the Volstead act. in- 


mittee originated in the house. The senate 
amended it in several important particulars. One 
amendment requires the lessee of Muscle Shoals 
to distribute the power in the adjacent states and 
not confine ft to Alabama. This amendment was 
attacked on the ground that it played directly into 
the hands of the Alabama Power company. The 
attack is unfair. The power from Muscle Shoals 


should de a part of the nation’s power pool. 


It should be linked into the great chain of generat- 
ing plants in the Appalachian region. It is there- 
fore important that the lessee agree to distribute 


| bis power widely. Otherwise the development at 


Muscle Shoals may remain of purely local con- 


dern instead of becoming a genuine asset to the 


nation. 

A feature of the joint resolution its the continued 
insistence upon the use of the Shoals power pri- 
marily™ for the fixation of nitrates for fertilizer 
in time of peace and explosives in time of war. 
The resolution provides that the leases shall be 
only “incidentally for power purposes.” Although 
the President has indorsed this placing of the 
emphasis on nitrates, we find it difficult to accept 
his view. There is much evidence that the posst-

A protest against the continuance or spread 
of slavery was called an attack on the constitution 

which guaranteed property rights. A protest 
against the Volstead act and the eighteenth 
amendment is regarded now by the drys as an 
anti-slavery petition was regarded then and de 
nounced as a treasonable attack on the 
constitution. 

Thus it is set up as a moral obligation for a 
dry judiciary committee to refuse to give public 
hearings on bills for the modification or repeal of 
American sumptuary law. The dry majority on 
the committee which uses the gag dry in political 
subserviency and not necessarily otherwise—ex~ 
pects to be morally supported and morally 
applauded in a course which, adopted in respect 
to any other important bill or any bill, would 
raise a storm.

The dry method of meeting these facts is an 
attempt to suppresg them and to silence men who 
would ‘submit them. Fortunately, that only puts 
more steam behind the facts. 

There has not been since slavery days and 
slavery legislation such disregard for the rights 
and privileges of citizenship. There is a denial 
in the senate of the right of hearing and petition, 
and the Jew itself which is thus defended from 
exposure has all the ear marks of the fugitive 
slave law. 

In a hearing before the United States Supreme 
court Thursday, Justice Holmes remarked that it 
seemed the prohibition act was designed to permit 
the use of every weapon by the prosecution, 
even to the extent of poison and entrapment. He 
also said that the defense counsel was attributing 
to the law a sportsmanlike character which it 
did not possess. The case is one in which the 
prosecution is endeavoring to establish the doctrine 
that men purchasing liquor may be prosecuted, 
with the person who- sold it, for conspiracy 
because the seller did not furnish the government 
with the nanies of the persons to whom he sold. 

Other judges commented on the peculiar status 
of the prohibition law in that prosecution for 
several, offenses is possible as the outgrowth of 
one transaction.

No one can better appreciate than I 
can, who am myself utterly broken- 
hearted by the loss of my own be- 
loved husband, who was the light of 
my Mie, my stay, my all, what your 
sufferings must be; and I earnestly 
pray that you may be supported by 
Him to whom alone the sorely stricken 
can look for comfort in this hour of 
heavy affliction. 
With renewed expression of true 
sympathy, I remain, dear madam, your 
sincere friend, VICTORIA X. 
Mrs. Lincoln replied on the 2ist of

Madam: I have received the letter 
which your majesty has had the kind- 
ness to write, and am deeply grateful 
for its expressions of tender sympa 
thy, coming, as they do, from a heart 
which, from its own sorrow, Can ap- 
preciate the intense grief I now endure. 
Accept, madam, the assurance of my 
heartfelt thanks, and believe me in

— Measures 
world war veterans’ com 
law and modifying the regulations 
governing the operation of the veter- 
ans’ bureau were favorably reported 
to the house by the ways and means 
and veterans’ legislation comfnittees 
today. 


the American Legion and other ex- 
service men’s organizations. 

The ways and means committee 
measure would extend the time limit 
in which world war veterans may ap- 
ply for adjusted compensation until 
Jan. 1, 1928,.and modifies the pro- 
visions under which dependents or 
beneficiaries of veterans may apply 
for the compensation allowed. 

In like manner the bill reported by 
Representative Johnson [Rep., 8S. D. J. 
chairman of the veterans’ legislation 
committee, modifies the act of 1924 
establishing the veterans’ bureau by 
providing for the creation within the 
bureau of a permanent medical service 
to consist of physicians, dentists and 
nurses. 

It would permit the hospitalization 
of women veterans entitled to such 
benefits in private hospitals, and au- 
thorizes the director of the bureau to 
make urgently needed improvements 
in the hospital facilities.

Blood Tells 
Parents’ Secret, 
Expert Says

Tests Valid Enough for 
Courts, He Avers. 


_ 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 12.— 


[United News.]—-Science has estab- 
lished that the parentage of children 
can be determined by blood tests, Prof. 
Conrad E. Tharaldsen, Northwestern 
university zodlogist, declared tonight 
in an address before the Milwaukee 
Medical association. 

Although several American judges 
have thrown out scientific contentions 
of this kind in paternity cases, Dr. 
Tharaldsen said that the study of four 
blood groups had given the matter 
a new and important legal aspect. 

a — 

He mentioned the Stillman case and 
declared that it can be scientifically 
ascertained that the child, Guy, is the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Stillman, or is 
not. 

In explanation of this statement, 
Dr. Tharaldsen said that the blood of 
the father, mother, and son may be 
tested and the results ascertained. 

Prof. Tharaldsen asserted that hu- 
man beings cam be classed into four 
groups, according to the composition 
of their blood. The study of the 
heredity of those four groups has dem- 
onstrated clearly that man conforms 
to the same general laws of Mendel- 
lian heredity as other animals and 
plants,“ he said. 

— 

„This study also is of importance,” 
the scientist went on, “in diagnosing 
cases where transfusion is needed. In 
many cases of transfusion of blood 
from a well to a sick person there 
were, a few years ago, many fatali- 
ties. Today it.is possible by analysis 
to determine just what individuals are 
suited for transfusion. 


agglutinate or cause clumping of the 
blood corpuscles of certain other per- 
sons and blood transfusion between 
such individuals is fatal. 

“Study of the inheritance of those 
groups of blood show that they behave 
like all Mendellian factors in inher- 
itance. Therefore, by knowing the 
blood groups of the parents and the 
children in question, it is possible to 
verify the legal aspects of controver- 
sial questions of this nature.”

When 
smooth, work in with a spoon or 
spatula the powdered sugar. Beat 
vigorously for ten minutes. Drop by 
feaspogpfuls on slightly oiled paper; 
bake in a moderate oven until a light 
brown, for about fifteen minutes. Take 
from the oven, lift the paper from the 
pan, and rest it for a moment on a 
damp towel; then with a knife remove 
the macaroons.” 

Fifteen minutes at a 350 degree tem- 
perature is all right, but the oven must 
not be the slightest bit hotter The 
almond paste may dry in the can so 
that it will have to be chopped and 
some tablespoons of water added to it. 
lA pound of almond paste makes a 
great number of macaroons.
